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For purposes of appeal, the proposed amendments will be entered, but do not place the 
application in condition for allowance because of the reasons below. The 35 USC 112, 
first paragraph rejection is withdrawn, but the claims are not free from objections and 
possible further rejections in light of the amendments. 

Upon amendments to the claims, claims 27 and 29 now read on complete in vitro 
application, and claims 32 and 33 now read on complete in vivo application. The Figure 
to support the claims (Figure 7) is unclear either due to the figure being in black and 
white, or a failure to completely describe the figure in the specification. Particularly, 
figure 7 has a dotted bar represented in uninjured, moderate injury and severe injury. 
The key does not indicate what the dotted bar represents. The Examiner can only 
assume that the dotted bar is the control from the description of the results on page 8, 
lines 1-11. The Examiner would like to note that the description on page 8, lines 1-1 1 
does not clearly indicate which bar is the control, or what the asterisks mean after 8 
days prior, 48 hours prior and post injury on the figure. The Examiner suggests 
submitting colored figures or/and amendment to the specification without adding new 
matter.
